Cayhart Larson's fells Story

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to his friends in Fox Lake., He went 
to this city on business Oct. 8. He col* 
■lecta foc^ the firm of Jacob Larson and 
Son, boat builders. During the fore- 
-noon Gayhart collected $150. He was 
crossing the freight yards on the eve- 
ning of-the day, making his way. to the 
,union station to take his train to Fox 
Lake. From the shadow of the box 
cars along the track four men leaped 
out upon him, beating him to the 
ground and emptying his pockets of the 
•$160. Knocked unconscious by the 
blowa, Larson remembered only strug- 
.glingwith his. assailants and then feel- 
ing aomething hit htm on the head. 

Days passed. . Jacob Larson, the 
iather, waiting for word from his son, 
grew anxious. Neither letter nor tele- 
gram was received and a search waa 
started. The police were quietly ap- 
pealed to, but could find no trace of the 
young man. He had apparently disapi 
peared off the eartli. It was believed 
he had met with foul play and the Lar- 
.son home in Fox Lake mourned him, 
fearing he had been killed. 

Or^.'(he morning of Oct. 12. a railroad 
employe, inspecting the box cars on a 
aimng fortv miles north of Milwaukee, 
pened the door of a- furniture freight. 
[.t~was dark inside the car, but he made 
out the 'figure of a man huddled in the 
-Corner. , Ho pulled him out. The man 
was conscious, bijt half dead from lack 
,of food. - ^ ^ ■ J ' 

"Pm Gayhart Larson," he said. 
He was takeu to .a farm house and 
fed. He told the stSty of having been 
attacked^while In Chicago and his wak- 
ung up, bruised, to find himself a. prison* 
•erin a. box car. .He pounded and cried 
oiit for aeveral.days to no avail. .The 
door, firmly locked, prevented him 
from jumping out. After three days 
.he lost consciousness againfrom lack of 
food. When the door of his pn'aoh was 
opened tbefreah air revived him. Lar- 
son was taken to hia home in Fox Lake 
where ^ he was hailed aa one returned 
from the dead. 

*'He is all right now," said'hia father 
-over the phone. "He had a terrible time, 
but rest and sleep and food hayefrestor- 
edhim. We haven't been able to find 
trace of the men who attacked and 
robbed him. Gayhart is working again 
today cpllecting for me. His injuries 
did not prove seriouaand except for a 
bad scare and the loss of the money, he 
is none the worse for the adventure."

"If they are permitted to do this the 
quarantine^ will avail nothing, as it is to 
prevent the possibility of carrying the 
disease from one place to another that 
the strict quarantine was put into ef- 
fect. A strict watch is being kept on 
all the placeA-undec : quarantin««and-dr' 
rests and proaecuticris will be^made^ in 
every case- where a-violation is. discov- 
ered; It is. only by these strict pre- 
cautions that the disease can be check- 
ed"

I entof roads, submitted a proposition to- 
i the supervisors Wednesday afternoon 
whereby it will be possible to increase 
the construction of state aid roads in 
Lake county, and for extending county 
aid for the construction of a system of 
county aid roads to be built of gravel 
or other hard road material. While the 
aggregate amount of the bond issue 
required would be about one million dol- 
lars it is proposed to spread it over a 
period of several years. 

The pioposition is to vote on issuing 
$1000,000 .worth of ih per cent serial 
bonds during the next eight yeare; also 
that the county make an annual levy of 
$50,000 for five years and an annual 
levy of $75,000 for the next 20 years, 
which levies will be used as county aid 
for county roads and also to pay the in- 
tersstand principal of the boad issue 
during the time of the levy. Thus the 
amount of the boad issue would be paid 
back in 25 years. 

It is proposed to lay out a system 
of covnty roads approximating about 
150 miles and that the county aid towns 
to one one-half the cost of coestruction 
of grayel roads under county control of 
construction. Part of these roads it 
will be necessary to grade and gravel 
and part simply .to wjdenapd restirface. 
Construction of bridges and cuivets to 
be included.. 

It is also proposed- that the county 
pay one-third of the"" cost of grading, 
or grading and graveling other roads, 
under the same stipulations; that the 
county secure such machinery as may 
be necessary for the economical perfor- 
mance of a number of gravel beds. 

The proposed issue of one million 
dollars in bonds provides for only fifty 
thousand the first year," the amount to 
be increased about twenty-five thousand 
eachyeur, and that one-third of the.

WHITE RUSSIAN PUREST SLAV 



HiD Racial HabiUtlon It the Moat 
Backward Region of the Empire 

of the Czar. 

• ^^^^^ 

A Bketcb of white Russia, the flrat 
part ot old Russian soil to feel tho 
power of the Invader, Is given in a 
the stock ' statement issued by the National Ge- 
ographic society. 

"White Russia comprises four RuB- 
Btan ROvernmentB, Vitebsk, Smolensk, 
Moghlleff and Minsk. It Is said that 
the name is derived from the predomi- 
nant color of the peasant dress. This 
division of Russia la bounded hy the 
Prlpet river basin on the south and by 
the Duna, or southern Dvlna, on the 
north. It supports a population of 
about seven and one-half million, two* 
third of which la white Russian and 
the rest Lithuanian, Jewish and Pol- 
ish. Here, likely, is to he found the 
purest Slav type, almost imblended. 
This region.. blanketed by swamps and. 
marshes, and smothered in forests, la 
one of the X)ooreBt, most backward re- 
done In European liussla. 

"Finns dwelt here before history b©- 
gan for Europe. They were oxpelled 
by Lithuania, who In turn gave way. 
before migrating Slavonic tribes. 
The country finally passed back 
t^ the Lithuanians, then to Poland, 
and waB'Woa piecemeal by Great Rub- 
sla. Polish oppression and religious 
persecution worked a wholesale deso- 
lation here, and thousands of peasants 
fled Into RuBsla, while Hhose who re- 
mained Intrigued fbr Russia's coming. 
Tl^e whole of the region was not an- 
n^ed by the Great Russians until the 
end of the eighteenth century. Starva- 
tion has swept this land again and 
again with aa terrible effects as tbosis 
experienced by India In the grip of 
famine. 

"Tlie White Russian is not of so 
sturdy a build as the Great Russian, 
nor BO comely as the Little Russian. 
He Is less aggressive than bis north- 
ern neighbor, and more heavy than hfB 
Boutbem neighbor. His hair and eyes 
are light, and his face 1b generally 
drawn. The garment peculiar to him 
1b, hiB white overcoat which he 
wears on all special occasions as 
proudly In sweltering July aa In the 
winter. HIb villages are small. Iso- 
lated and badly kept. His homes are 
primitive. His fight for existence is 
a better, one. From his ranks are 
recruited the workmen for the hard- 
est, least-paying tasks of the empire."

Pacific Kelp. 
In a recent article In the Journal of 
Agricultural Research, Mr. GUy R. 
Stewart of the University of California 
agricultural experiment station dis- 
cusses the kelps of the Pacific eoast 
as a source of nitrogen. As a result 
of extensive experiments, the author 
finds that the readiness with which 
the nitrogen In dried and ground kelp 
used as fertilizer Is changed to am- 
monia and nitrates in fresh field soil 
varies with the species and with the 
way It Is prepared. Nereocystis luet- 
keana gives up Us nitrogen with rela- 
tive quickness, hut It Is of minor com- 
mercial importance. Macrocystls purl- 
fera changes slowly in the soil, but the 
availability of its nitrogen Is Increased 
If it is used fresh, or a^ least only 
partly dried. Unfortunately, macrocys- 
tls must be dried until crisp In order 
to grind readily. The drying should 
not be continued longer than is neces- 
sary, and the kelp should not be 
scorched or overheated. In the same 
journal another ' California chemist, 
Mr. D. R. Hoaglond, gives a detailed 
account of the "Organic ConatltuentB 
pf Pacific Coast Kelps." Incidentally, 
he deals with certain interesting eco* 
cemlc questions In regard to kelp; 
namely, the possible feeding value of 
kelp for man or animals, the utiliza- 
tion of its organic by-products, and the 
destructive distillation of it for com- 
mercial uses. For all three purposea 
its usefulness appears to he Blight

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There Is only one woman In the 
"United States who has knowledge of 
international events before they bap- 
pen. Her name Is Margaret M. Hanna. 

She Is the confidential secretary and 
assistant of the second assistant secre- 
tary of state, Alvey A. Adee, who Is 
the' only permanent official ot high 
rank In the department 

Nomatter who may be the executive 
head of the department, and regard- 
less of whether the administration to 
Democratic or Republican, the course 
of the foreign office is steered by Mr. 
Adee. All of the diplomatic affairs 
are managed by him. The complex 
unwritten code called International 
law is to him familiar in Its every par- 
agraph, and he .has all precedents at 
his fingerB*~ehd£ 

But it goes without saying that such 
business. InvolvcB-an Immense omount 
of detail. Which Is where the peculiar 
lAnd exceptional talent of .Miss Hanna 
comes Into play. She takes all that 
part of the work off Mr. Adee's hands. 
To blm she Is like a card catalogue to 
a librarian— and quite a bit more, in 
addition. 

Not until tlie present generation, 
strange to say, was It discovered that 
women are the great eystematlzers of 
detail. Even the cleverest men are not 
in the same class with them at that 
sort of thing. Hence the fact that 
nowadays many captains of industry 
prefer to employ as their confidential 
secretaries women who, with special 
capability In this line, know how to 
relieve them of all bother about tbe 
petty machinery of their office busl- 
DieiB. Thus they are at liberty to de- 
vote their entire attention to affairs of 
major Importsiice. '.. - 

'Such Is the function- that Miss Han-* 
na performs for the second assistant 
secretary of state. Incidentally to her 
duties she helps to prepare many state 
papers that are in the last degree con- 
fidential In character. She Is the custo- 
dian of many an important secret af- 
fecting the welfare of the country; 
hut, from her point of view, this Is 
merely a part of the day's work. She 
forgets the secret automatlcalty when 
she leaves the office and goes home. 

It has often been said that a woman 
cannot keep a secret Perhaps most 
women cannot Holding that belief, 
wrongly or rightly, the department of 
state prefers not to employ them In 
confidential capacities. Too much Is 
often at stake to make the taking of 
any risks advisable. But the rule Is 
broken in Miss Hanna's case. She 
knowB how to keep a secret, and the 
government of the United States is 
willing to bank on her reliability In 
this regard.

When the Workers Quit 
To tho number of men under arms 
add those engaged in making war mu- 
nitions except food and clothing— 
though B great deal of war clothing Is 
wasteful in that it Is used up far fast- 
er than if the wearers were in a civil 
occupation. 

Economically considered, all these 
men are', Idle, for they are producing 
no wealth. For Great Britain their 
number has been calculated at some- 
thing like half the total working popu* 
latlon. The 'proportion .Is ; probably' 
about the same for the other belliger- 
ents, except Russia, where It Is some-, 
what lower. 

Suppose something like half the 
gainfully employed population of the 
United States struck work, Bat down 
and twiddled their thumbs for two or 
three years, being supported In idle- 
ness by the government during that 
period. Suppose there was some de- 
struction ot reaUproperty by blowing 
up bridges, throwing explosives Into 
factories, burning villages. Suppose 
there was a very high casualty and 
mortality rate among the Idlers. Our 
economic position would then be about 
like Europe's. The government would 
be borrowing Immense sums to sup- 
port Its mllllonB of pensioners, and our 
problem would be to offset the drain 
as mudh as possible by levying on 
labor that Is not normally employed 
productively— the surplUB labor of 
women, children, the aged and. the halt 
—and by economizing In all possible 
ways.— Saturday Evening Post

niciisurca are necessary to provont 
their total oxtcrmlriation. Tho fcdeiral 
Kovcnimcnt,haa therefore supplement- 
ed tbo various state laws with regu- 
3ationfl which are given below. 

Shoroblrds In particular— including 
onlpc. woodcock, chrlew, avocet, plo- 
ver, ycllow-legtt and sariiliilpers 1 or 
"peeps" — have sufCered from peraecu- 
lion. As late as tho seventies these 
lilrds wore, found In vast numbers not 
only on tho sea coasts and near ]thc 
<jroat Lakes but even on tho prairies. 
Since then, however, they have been 
fllaughterod mercilessly. One man In 
Ixiulsiana, for example, killed In tho 
course of twenty years 09,087 snilpe, 
nn avonigo of 3,500 birds a winter. On 
one December day In 1^7 he shot ;JGG, 
The Wilson snipe — usually rcferTCd 
to simply OS snipe— oCTor perhaps the 
beat Bport of any of tho smaller birds. 
They aro, however, decreasing bo l^aj)- 
idly Uiat snipe shooting, like bunraln 
hunling. Is likely to be a thing of tho 
past, if adctiuato protection Is not at- 
3'ordcd. Tho chief cause for tho de- 
crease Is undoubtedly winter shooting 
in tlto southurn part of tlio United 
atatoB, where ^ho snipe spend approx- 
imately six niontlia. The birds itiest 
prlucipally In Canada, though a few 
breed oa far south as Uiu latitudio of 
Kew York city. In September and Oc- 
tober thoy move southward toward 
.^ho Gulf of Mexico/ olterlng oxcelllent 
T^jijot^iyr to aportpmon in some of tho 
t^toiyHfrnjilHl which they pass. In 
tho northern states nature prorldos 
in tills way a natural limit to tho open 
season, which usually does not exceed 
«ix or seven weeks. In tho wlntoirlng 
grounds of tho South, however, there 
Ifl no such natural protection* and, the 
t)IrdB aro continuously exposed to 
filaughter. 

Tho extent of -this slaughter Im tbo 
past has already been Indicated. To 
- put a stop to this In the future and to 
'provldb, with adcquato protection for 
-tho birds, equal opportunitieal for 
sportsmen In all acctlona Is ono ob- 
""^-Ject of tho federal regulations, string 
ehooMng is absolutely prohibited be- 
cause of tho wasto involved in kUllng 
birds on thoir way to tho breeding 
grounds In Canada, whore they aro 
Jully protected. If allowed to reach 
thoso grounds unmolested thoy will re- 
turn six mouths later with thoir num- 
bers increased from DO to 100 per cent.

He Wili Give It Up. 

New Westminster,' B. C— Wilbur 
Armstrong, a Washington prospector 
of seventy-two, plunged Into tho moun- 
tains of tho Pitt rango recently' on his 
tonth trip in search of Slumagh's 
mine. For ten years Armstrong has 
mado this pilgrimage every summer, 
but this, ho says, will bo tho lost If 
it proves as barren aa tho others. 

Armstrong Is not tho only man who- 
lias headed search parties in the at- 
tempt to locate this hidden treasuro, 
whose location ia asserted to be with- 
in twenty miles of the head of Pitt 
lako, yet which has been discovered 
by but one man, who is now dead, 
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the moat Important' of the shor|o birds. 
Witli reasonable protection the wood- 
cock will thrive oven In a thickly set- 
tled country, and as It does no harm 
to agriculture there. Is no reason why 
It should not remain indefinitely avail- 
able for sport. It has, howev^fcr, been 
seriously threatened by two factors— r 
winter storms and summer shooting. 
The birds winter as fa^ north jas they 
can llnd unfrozen ground. Iii conso- 
(luence a severe cold wave Is likely to 
reduce them to starvation and drivo 
them into places whore thoyj can bo 
slaughtered unraerciruMy, In 1802, tor 
Instance, a gale that swept the coast 



of South Carolina drove them

where fully two thousand wo!'o killed 
in one day. Tho shooting o£ mated 
birds In spring and the mnaUcro of 
young ones in summer have] contrib- 
uted to. bring tho woodcock: to tho 
vorgo of extermination. | 

Tho Eskimo curlew affords an excel- 
lent object lesson of tho eaao with 
which a species once abundanit can bo 
actually exterminated. On the. prairies 
west of the Mississippi vast itlocks on 
their way to Labrador were formerly 
a common sight; in the last dozen 
years scarcely a dozen individual 
birds have boon seen. Tho cloijic-packod 
ranks of tho migrating birds offered 
the easiest of marks and they were lit- 
erally mowed down In spring before 
thoy could reach their ^ breeding 
grounda. In addition, thioy wero 
slaughtered for months in thoir winter 
home In the Argentine, and tho final 
touch to thoir destruction was given 
when both the Argentine and tho 
western prairies were turned Into vast 
wheat fields. | 

To save our other species , from tho 
fate of the Eskimo curlew Is the ob- 
ject of tho federal mIgratory| bird law. 
Since tho birds aro contlnufilly pass- 
ing from state to state, oxperlonco has 
shown that tho laws of jindivldual 
states aro not suITlcIent protcjctlon and 
that this can only bo affoi^dcd by a 
scheme comprohenslvo enough to in- 
clude tho whole range of the birds' 
travels. 
Under tho federal reguli^tlons tho

Some of the nuggets were as big. as 
walnuts. ... I saw there were 
millions practicallyon the surface. I 
burled part of tho gold under a tent- 
shaped rock with a mark cut on tho 
face."
